I he 
phra.so "a semiconductor laser module" is directed to an entity as a "whohr whereas Ibe 
phrase "a semiconductor hi.ser element" .dales to a pari of the "whole." I his wording is 
used in the background oflhc invention, first paragraph, wherein a clear distinction 
between a semiconductor laser module and a semiconductor laser element is made 
Applicant disagrees with I examiner's rejection. 

Since Applicant does not consider Unit the claims are indetinile, llu- c laims ate nm 
amended to overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph.
